tilled or ruin, and diluted 33 degrees 
or sulphur free water glass.

part of waiter glass may be mix ed with 
two of warm soft waiter, and one part 
» if bronze powtier he worked up with 50, 
by weight, of the diluted waiter glass. 
It may hi» ntv essary to giv e the color a 
thorough pndiminary wetting with v ery
